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Class  History 

UR  four  years  of  sojourn  in  Bloomfield  High  School  have  elapsed,  and  now  that 

we  are  leaving  our  dear  old  Alma  Mater,  we  look  back  upon  these  four  years 
with  a  feeling  of  regret. 

Our  first  class  meeting  was  held  in  the  early  part  of  September,  1928.  I  rank 
Schumell  was  elected  the  first  president.  The  other  officers  chosen  were  Ada  Daniel, 
vice-president;  Robert  Perrine,  secretary;  John  Reid,  treasurer.  The  class  selected  Mss 
Marion  Terry  as  faculty  adviser. 

Our  first  class  dance  took  place  the  following  January  and  was  a  decided  succrss 
financially  as  well  as  socially.  During  March  of  our  Freshman  year  we  held  a  most 
profitable  candy  sale. 

In  our  Sophomore  year,  1929-30,  Ada  Daniel  became  president;  Naoma  Dalzell, 
vice-president;  Joseph  Moore,  secretary;  and  Albert  Marsh,  treasurer.  It  was  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1930,  that  we  held  our  most  successful  dance.  This  event  brought  in  a  net 
profit  of  $42.50. 

Joseph  Carson  was  elected  president;  Marian  Stebbins,  vice-president;  Eleanor 
McCloud,  secretary;  and  Robert  Perrine,  treasurer  in  September,  1930,  the  beginning 
of  our  Junior  year.  With  the  exception  of  Robert  Perrine,  who  was  replaced  in  1931 
by  Thomas  English  as  treasurer,  the  same  officers  continued  to  serve  throughout  the 
Senior  year. 

In  order  to  increase  the  funds  available  for  the  Junior  Prom,  we  cooperated  with 
the  class  of  February,  ’32,  in  staging  a  theatre  party  at  the  Royal,  the  picture  shown 
being  "Old  English”,  starring  George  Arliss. 

Our  Prom,  called  the  most  successful  ever  presented  in  Bloomfield  High  School, 
was  held  on  December  26,  1930.  The  decorations  were  in  blue  and  gold,  and  palms 
surrounded  the  orchestra  and  seats.  Miss  Smith  and  Miss  Terry  acted  as  chaperones. 
Our  guests  included  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Stover,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haupin,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Salsbury. 

Our  class,  together  with  the  class  of  February,  1932,  was  honored  by  being  the 
first  class  to  have  rings  with  the  school  seal. 

Another  theatre  party  held  on  October  19  and  20,  1931,  preceded  the  Senior 
Play.  George  Arliss  was  again  selected  as  the  attraction,  this  time  in  "Alexander 
Hamilton.”  ^ 

On  December  18  and  19,  1931,  we  presented  our  Senior  Play,  "First  Night.” 
This  play  was  exceptionally  successful  for  one  produced  in  a  period  of  depression. 
The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  tickets  amounted  to  $1,216,  and  the  net  profit  was 
$707. 

About  sixty  members  of  the  class  enjoyed  a  splendid  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C., 
from  April  21  through  23  in  our  Senior  "A”  year. 

The  date  for  Class  Night  is  June  24  and  Commencement  June  27.

pv  ECEMBER  twenty-sixth,  1930,  was  more  than  just  the  day  after  Christmas  to 
the  members  of  the  Class  of  June  1932,  as  well  as  to  a  large  number  of  other 
people.  It  meant  the  Junior  Prom,  one  event  every  freshman  and  sophomore  looks 
forward  to. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Junior  A  Class,  our  class  made  a  great  success  of  this 
occasion. 


The  boys*  gym  looked  very  attractive  with  its  blue  and  gold  decorations.  The 
Christmas  note  was  added  by  ropes  of  evergreens.  The  whole  atmosphere  was  very 
pleasant  and  for  further  entertainment  a  good  horse  act  was  put  on  by  a  company 
from  New  York.

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Washington  Trip 

RIGHT  and  early  Thursday  morning,  April  21,  1932,  sixty-two  Seniors  met  in 

front  of  the  high  school  to  leave  on  the  annual  trip  to  Washington.  Buses  con¬ 
ducted  the  group  to  Elizabeth  where  it  embarked  on  a  special  car  of  the  B.  &  O.  for 
the  five  hour  journey  to  the  capital.  The  weather  was  perfect  for  the  three  days  of 
the  trip  and  consequently  a  wonderful  time  was  had  by  all.  Upon  their  arrival  in 
Washington,  the  Seniors  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  city  in  special  buses.  It  was  a 
very  interesting  tour,  taking  in  all  of  the  famous  historical  buildings,  statues,  etc. 
Some  of  the  more  notable  places  visited  were  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  The  Arlington 
Cemetery  and  the  Washington  Monument.  Several  of  the  party  walked  up  the  Monu¬ 
ment,  much  to  their  later  regret. 

After  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Cairo,  where  the  group  stayed,  a  visit  was  made  to  the 
Congressional  Library.  What  happened  in  the  hotel  after  this  visit  is  best  kept  out  of 
these  stately  pages. 

The  next  morning,  the  Seniors  made  another  tour  of  the  city,  this  time  covering 
all  that  had  been  missed  on  the  previous  trip.  The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing, 
the  Pan-American  Building,  The  United  States  Capitol,  and  the  White  House  were  all 
graced  by  the  presence  of  the  mighty  B.  H.  S.  Seniors.  At  the  White  House  Mrs. 
Hoover  granted  a  short  interview  and  shook  hands  with  each  member  of  the  group. 

In  the  afternoon  a  beautiful  boat  trip  was  made  up  the  Potomac  where  the  party 
visited  Mount  Vernon.  The  class  picture,  taken  in  front  of  Mount  Vernon,  turned 
out  exceptionally  well.  When  half  an  hour  had  been  spent  in  going  through  all  the 
places  in  this  historic  spot,  the  Seniors  again  boarded  the  boat  for  the  return  trip  at 
the  close  of  a  perfect  day. 

The  dance  at  the  hotel  that  night  was  a  success  and  the  Seniors  retired  to  a  much 
quieter  atmosphere  than  that  of  the  night  before.  Whether  this  was  due  to  fatigue 
or  outside  influence  is  hard  to  ascertain. 

The  next  morning  the  Seniors  again  boarded  buses,  this  time  to  make  a  visit  to 
Annapolis  and  the  Naval  Academy.  A  very  impressive  drill  by  the  Middies  was 
viewed  and  a  tour  of  the  campus  of  the  Academy  provided  much  pleasure  for  the 
crowd. 

After  lunch  at  the  hotel,  the  party  was  free  to  do  as  it  pleased  until  four  o’clock 
when  buses  took  it  to  the  train  for  the  return  trip  to  Bloomfield.  It  was  a  tired  but 
happy  group  of  Seniors  that  arrived  home  late  that  night.  It  was  an  experience  that 
not  one  of  the  group  would  have  missed  for  fame,  fortune,  glory,  or  honor. 
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■  T  was  in  the  lobby  of  an  exclusive  New  York  theatre.  A  middle-aged  gentleman 
*  in  evening  dress  entered  the  telephone  booth,  picked  up  the  receiver  to  answer  the 
call. 

"Hello,  hello!”  There  was  no  answer.  A  look  of  bewilderment  crossed  his  face. 
He  clicked  the  receiver  impatiently.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  room,  a  door  opened 
silently.  A  hand  with  a  gun  aimed  at  the  booth.  Then,  suddenly, — the  frenzied 
scream  of  the  cigarette  girl,  a  loud  shot,  and  the  shattering  of  glass  crashed  the  still¬ 
ness.  Chance  played  a  cruel  trick  when  it  led  Stanley  Reid,  alias  Tom  English,  upon 
the  scene  at  that  moment.  For  ’twas  then,  Bartlett  Harvey  staggered  and  fell  at 
Reid’s  feet,  uttering  those  fatal,  dying  words,  "Reid,  you  shot  me.”  An  inexorable 
coincidence  which  proved  disastrous.  For  from  that  time  on,  action  followed  un¬ 
favorably  against  Reid.  Crowds  rushed  in,  women  screamed  and  fainted,  detectives 
shouted  commands  left  and  right,  while  above  it  all  the  hysterical  cry  of  the  innocent 
man  predominated.  Upon  all  this  uproar  the  curtain  suddenly  closed. 

To  the  unusual  audience  this  was  just  another  form  of  entertainment  offered  to 
them  by  their  authorities  to  lighten  the  tedium  of  the  dark  prison  days.  But  to  Joan 
Reid,  played  by  Naoma  Dalzell,  who  was  also  author  and  heroine  of  the  play,  it  meant 
everything.  With  the  assistance  of  her  fiance,  Bob  Martin,  acted  by  Newell  Rand, 
she  was  presenting  this  reenactment  of  the  Harvey  murder  in  Sing  Sing  prison  as  a 
last  attempt  to  save  the  life  of  her  brother,  who,  within  twenty-four  hours,  would  be 
executed  for  that  same  murder. 

"He  is  just  a  boy, — condemned  to  die  for  a  murder  he  never  committed! — and 
all  I  ask  of  you,  Governor,  is  twenty  minutes  to  prove  to  you  he  is  innocent!”  That 
was  her  heart-rending  plea  to  Governor  Smith,  played  by  Fred  Lavenburg,  who, 
having  been  invited  to  attend  the  performance,  had  protested  the  enactment  of  this 
nature.  But  such  an  ardent  request  to  permit  her  to  go  on  with  the  show,  not  even 
Governor  Smith  could  resist  granting  and  the  play  went  on. 

The  next  two  acts  unfolded  many  facts  about  the  characters  involved  or  con¬ 
nected  in  the  actions  of  the  murdered  banker.  Inspector  Owens,  the  shrewd  detective, 
otherwise  John  Cleary,  has  his  suspicions.  One  of  them  was  the  "Duke”  a  slick  gentle¬ 
man  racketeer  played  by  Joe  Carson,  whose  faultless  alibi  was  closely  checked  up. 
Many  other  characters,  who  had  behaved  suspiciously  concerning  the  events  of  the 
crime,  were  carefully  cross-examined.  Referring  especially  to  Irene  Barnes,  the  vamp¬ 
ing  chorus  girl,  and  her  old  father,  Barnes — the  latter,  no  other  than  Bert  Banks, 
finally  brought  to  light  many  startling  revelations  about  the  Duke  and  also  Kerr,  the 
hard-boiled  taxi-driver,  alias  Hurley  Jaeger,  who  had  constantly  hounded  the  old  man 
to  keep  him  from  "spilling  the  beans.”  The  confession  of  Hicks,  the  bankteller, 
played  by  Stanley  Kohler,  seemed  to  top  off  the  evidence  against  the  Duke. 
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The  real  Duke,  personified  by  Irving  Trimmer,  who  was 

a  prisoner  in  Sing  Sing 

on  a  forgery  charge,  had  been  assigned  to  usher  during  this  performance  in  order  to 
observe  his  reaction  toward  the  new  evidence  presented.  The  result  was  that  every¬ 
body  was  satisfied  when  he  made  his  forced  confession;  the  sister,  who  saved  her 

brother  from  the  chair,  the  Governor  who  was  happy  to  halt 

this  execution  of  an  in- 

nocent  man,  and  the  audience  which  enjoyed  a  good  thriller 

replete  with  tense  mo- 

ments  and  at  the  same  time  providing  many  a  comic  situation,  thus  giving  a  pleasant 
relief  to  the  show.  In  all,  this  Dix  Crosby  production  was  a  financial  as  well  as  social 

success.

Well,  we  went  up  the  stairs  into  Sol  Block’s  Golden  Gate  Cabaret.  When  we 
went  in,  Gladys  Pemberthy,  the  hostess,  showed  us  to  our  table.  After  a  short  wait, 
John  Reid,  dressed  like  a  waiter,  shuffled  up  and  took  our  order.  The  orchestra  struck 
up.  Much  to  our  surprise,  Howard  Walter  was  playing  the  piano,  Bob  Woodburn  the 
fiddle,  and  John  Strazza,  the  drums.  The  orchestra  was  led  by  Johnnie  Leiss,  master 
of  ceremonies  par  excellence.  While  the  orchestra  was  playing,  a  mixed  chorus  skipped 
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out.  It  was  made  up  of  four  couples;  they  were  Bill  Frick,  Loretta  Weber,  Helen 
Moora,  Bob  O’Mara,  Helen  Greenwood,  Edmund  Beldowski,  Elsie  McRae,  and  John 
Harrison.  After  the  chorus  had  danced,  John  Cleary,  now  known  as  Timmy  the 
Golden  Gate  Troubadour  sang.  Because  the  afternoon  was  hot,  we  decided  to  take  a 
ride  in  the  5th  Ave.  bus.  We  had  hardly  got  comfortably  seated  on  the  roof  when 
Bob  Hopper  came  up  to  collect  our  fares.  As  the  bus  sped  up  Riverside  Drive,  we 
caught  a  glimpse  of  Edith  Conklin  and  Edythe  Kolter  getting  into  a  limousine. 
Rumor  has  it  that  they  married  Jimmie  Wheelan  and  Russ  Fischer,  the  Cruller  kings. 
We  got  off  at  Grant’s  Tomb,  and  because  I  had  never  seen  it,  we  went  in.  While  I 
was  looking  at  some  flags  in  a  glass  case,  I  caught  the  reflection  of  a  familiar  looking 
face  in  the  glass.  Sure  enough,  there  was  George  Earle,  dressed  like  a  guide,  explaining 
the  historical  background  of  the  flags  to  several  rural  looking  folks,  some  of  whom 
strangely  resembled  Edith  Smith,  Harry  McNey,  and  Dot  Peterson.  It  was  getting 
late,  and  since  Ray  and  I  were  going  to  Albany  on  the  night  boat,  we  bid  farewell  to 
Joe  and  Jack.  Ray  went  to  get  the  tickets.  He  told  me  that  they  were  sold  to  him 
by  Burton  Cash,  who  has  not  changed  a  bit  but  is  now  totally  bald.  We  gave  our 
tickets  to  Charles  Blunt  at  the  gangplank,  and,  under  the  careful  scrutiny  of  Eric 
Lavery,  the  dock  cop,  we  went  aboard.  Once  on  board,  we  immediately  went  to  our 
state  room.  There  we  found  Ovid  Rizzolo  laying  fresh  bed  linen.  We  chased  him 
out  and  lay  down  to  get  some  sleep,  but  sleep  would  not  come.  Just  outside  our  door 
a  hot  argument  was  in  progress.  Investigation  showed  that  Doris  Fielding,  (now  Mrs.

Much  to  our 
surprise,  he  was  answered  by  Malcolm  Savage,  accompanied  by  Naoma  Dalzell,  in  a 
nurse’s  outfit.  Morning  found  us  in  the  dining  saloon.  We  had  a  good  breakfast, 
well  served  by  Helen  Dwyer.  Shortly,  the  boat  docked  at  Albany,  and  we  went 
ashore.  Our  first  stop  was  Schumcll’s  Tonsorial  parlor.  I  was  shaved  by  Tommie 
Adams,  manicured  by  Mildred  Ellor,  and  paid  my  check  to  Ruth  Bogart.  Next, 
we  went  to  the  engineering  firm  of  Draper,  Mooney,  and  Perrine.  Having  finished 
our  business  with  them,  we  hurried  to  the  airport  to  catch  the  Albany-New  York 
City  plane.  A  large  building  at  one  side  of  the  field  attracted  our  attention.  Inquiry 
proved  to  us  that  it  was  the  Aero  Engineering  plant  of  Orrin  MacMurray,  and  that 
Warren  King  and  Howard  Howarth  designed  planes  there;  that  Marie  Allen  was 
Mac’s  personal  manager  and  Gladys  Yearance  was  his  private  secretary.

Last  fall,  I  went  on  an  inspection  trip  to  Chicago.  When  I  first  arrived  at  the 
depot,  Mel  Michell  carried  my  bags  to  the  taxi.  I  made  the  Blackstone  Hotel  my 
headquarters.  Angelo  Recenello  is  desk  clerk  there.  In  the  morning,  I  went  to  visit 
the  7th  Ave.  school.  To  my  surprise,  I  found  Joe  Wilson  teaching  History,  Eva 
Koehnlein,  English,  and  David  Williams,  Hebrew.

In  the  feature  office  I  saw  Evelyn  Kratz,  de¬ 
signing  the  dress  pattern  of  the  day,  Virginia  Walsh  writing  her  "Advice  to  the  Love¬ 
lorn”  column,  and  Bill  Fairweather  drawing  the  daily  cartoon.  After  my  visit  to  the 
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News  office,  I  headed  for  the  library.  On  the  way,  I  saw  some  reminders  of  B.  H.  S. 
There  was  a  sign,  bearing  the  legend  Smith,  Lavenburg,  and  Richardson,  Dentists. 
To  pass  such  a  group  of  schoolmates  would  have  been  nothing  short  of  criminal,  so  I 
went  in.  Marion  Black  showed  me  in  and  much  to  my  astonishment  I  found  Lillian 
Zbikowski,  Dot  Livingston,  and  Mildred  Fuess  all  in  the  garb  of  Dental  Nurses.
